These measures if they are to be comprehensive 
and fully effective cannot be thrown together hap- 
hazard, but must be the product of exhaustive ix ) 
formation and mature consideration. 

The day in which tariff legislation could be 
gatched up during a seramble for special privileges | 
Das gone by. Tariff cannot be a local issue as we 
have made it. It must be national and international. 

There is a good deal of complaisant reliance ‘s 
this country on the theory that Europe is commit 
ting suicide in the present war or that it is so im- 
- poverishing itself and wasting its resources that it 
cannot for a long time, if ever, press us formidably 
at home or abroad. This theory is the product of 
shocked bumanitarianism rather than of knowledge 
of the facts, but it tends to encourage a policy of 
- drift which if it is maintained will cost us dear. 

The statement of Sir George Paish on the financial 
and commercial condition of Great Britain at this 
stage ought to open our eyes, and there is plenty of 
other evidence not only that the belligerents are not 
prostrate but that they even now in the midst of 
their tremendous efforts are preparing for the future, 
planning an aggressive commercial advance in all 
markets, preparing new ties of commercial alliance 
And mutual help. Mr. Walter Runciman, president 
ct the British board of trade, speaking in parliament 
on commercial plans for the future, said: “ Nor can 
we submit to most favored clauses in commercial 
treaties being utilized. to the detriment of any one of 
the allied countries.” 

The United States, there can be little doubt, will 
find England, France, and Russia better organized 
for a world trade campaign, both externally and in- 
teinally, than before the war. Sir George Palsb 
reports that Great Britain’s income has increased 
three billion dollars since the beginning of the war, 
that it is now fifteen billions, and that despite 
the withdrawal of approximately four million men 
into the army, “if allowance were made for the in- 
crease of the country's gold stock the nation would 
be found to have succeeded in meeting virtually the 
whole of its war expenditures out of its income with- 
out needing to draw upon its accumulated capital 
worth mentioning.” Great Britain has lost not an 
inch of territory. She has added an enormous ter- 
fitory contiguous to her former estate in South 
Africa. Her navy is larger and more efficient than 
before the war. For the first time in her history 
he has a huge army. Her internal economie ¢or- 
ganization is being reformed and from an aggressive

strengthened. The human wastage of war has not 
been relatively great. Socially and politically there 
is every reason to believe she will get rid of some 
of her worst weaknesses. Her empire has demon-

RUBBING TO EASE PAIN. 
HEN a mother eases the hurt of 
her child by rubbing R, she 
makes use of more than one 
principle ofcure. For one thing, 
rubbing is an effective method 
Jof easing pain. There are those who hold 
that the acme of a nurse's art consists in 
the proper use of pillows. They hold that 
a good nurse can do more with pillows 
than a poor one can do with a hypodermic 
syringe. If allowed to add by rubbing,” 
I am willing to indorse the opinion. 

By changing the points of support, the 

points of pressure, and by massage called 
rubbing, she can ease a tired muscle 
or soothe a little pain.“ 
One of the best surgeons in England 
makes use of massage in the treatment 
of fractures, dislocations, and sprains. 
To be sure, the fractured bones are to be 
put in place and held there; but soon 
| thereafter massage is to be begun, Dis- 
locations are to be reduced, but this is 
followed by massage. Ordinary sprains 
are treated by massage alone. 

His method of treating a bad sprain at 
the knee joint is as follows: A splint is 
applied to the leg. The bandages do not 
cover the knee. The knee and the tissues 
around it are massaged at once. The 
idea is that pressure will cause the ab- 
sorption of the blood and lymph which 
has oozed into the tissues. s should 
be absorbed before they have clotted 


gether. 

Between rubbings a wet compress-is 
applied over the knee. Some would use 
boricacid dressings, some lead and opium. 
As soon as the swelling begins to go down 
passive motion is begun. The knee can, 
be gently bent and straightened a few 
times. The knee cap must be manipulated 
every day.

Somewhere about the third day, if the 
sprain is treated promptly, the splint ts 
removed. After that the leg is massaged 
daily above and below the knee, as well 
as over it. If the swelling in the knee 
returns the splint must be reapplied. As 
the knee improves passive motion and 
massage must be increased. They must 
not be discontinued until the joint moves 
easily and freely and the muscles are in 


<} good tone. 


In sprains generally, in the after treat- 
ment, all the motions to whith the joint 
is subjected must be gone through with. 
“The last movement to de practiced 
should Bs that which, so far as can be 
ascertained, was concerned in the produc- 
tion of the injury.” 

Most people treat their own sprains. It 
is not the custom to see a physician, at 
least about the lesser sprains. It is the 
part of wisdom to have an X-ray exam- 
ination of every sprain that is at all bad. 
When a bone gets out of joint it must 
be put back. Dislocations should be 
X-rayed both before and after the reduc- 
tion.

Some of the tapeworms are only a few inches 
in length. Young round worms may be no 
longer than you describe. One of the most 
common intestinal worme, the whipworm, is 
sometimes about two inches long. The proba- 
bility is that you are suffering from whip- 
orm. Worms are much more liable to infest. 
intestines which secrete an excess of mucus. 
Heavy eaters of starch and sugar are prone to 


Therefore, you should eat less candy and other 
sweets. Eating undercooked meats is liable 
to cause trichina and tapeworm. On genera] 
principles it is advisable for you to discontinue 
eating very rare meat. 

Infestation with worms is « matter of no 
conseq nothing to go crazy about. Take 
a dose of castor ofl at night. The next morn- 
ing take one and one-half grains of santonin. 
Follow with castor oil. That night take a 


large salt water enema. Repeat in one week,

ULGARIA’S crown prince has re- 
verted to the Roman Catholic 
church in the hope and expectation 
of receiving from Emperor Francis 
Joseph permission to marry an 

Austrian archduchess, namely, his 18 year 

old third cousin, Sophie, daughter of 

Archduke Joseph and of Princess Augus- 

tine of Bavaria, a great granddaughter of 

the emperor. 

Crown Prince Boris was baptized short- 
ly after his birth as a Roman Catholic. 
that is to say, as a member of the church 
to which both his parents belonged, In ac- 
cordance with the solemn pledge made by 
Ferdinand to Pope Leo XIIL., to his bride, 
Princess Louise of Parma, and to her fa- 
ther, the late Duke of Parma, at the time 
of his marriage. This promise was like- 
wise included in the marriage contract 
dealing with the settlements, to which 
Ferdinand affixed his signature. Yet, two 
years after the birth of his eldest boy, 
Ferdinand caused the child to be con- 
verted to the Orthodox Greek rite and 
to be christened over again for no other 
purpose than to secure the recognition by 
the czar of his sovereignty of Bulgaria 
which! had been until then denied. 

This breach of faith on the part of Fer- 
dinand caused his wife to leave him, and 
it was only in deference to the personal 
solicitations of Leo XIII., who had lit- 
erally driven the Bulgarian ruler from his 
presence, that she consented, after Many 
months, te return to his side, in order to 
watch over the religious instruction of her 
younger boy, Prince Cyril, who had been 
allowed to remain a Roman Catholic. But 
the idea that her eldest son, Boris, was 
being brought up in a faith different to 
her own and that she was permitted to 
have no share whatsoever in his religious 
instruction—that she was not even per- 


Imitted to enjoy a mother’s prerogative of 


teaching him his prayers—broke her 
heart, and she did not long survive her

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VINES ABOUT THE HOUSE. 
F I were obliged to choose between 
vines and shrubs 1 am quite sure I 
would decide on the former. A house 
without vines *clambering over it may 
be attractive, architectually, but it 
lacks the charm which will be found 
about the humble home where vines have 


been given an opportunity to weave their 
spell of beauty. A home that would be 


formed into one that the passerby will 
pause to admire if vines are allowed to 
hide its defects. 

Ampelopsis—our native American ivy— 
is one of our best vines, because of its 
rapid growth, hardiness, great beauty, 
and its ability to train itself over wood, 
brick, or stone. All through the summer 
its luxuriant foliage makes it attractive, 
and in autumn, when its green turns to 
crimson, it is magnificent. It will grow 
anywhere and succeeds in all kinds of 
soil. By the second season it will have 
grown to the eaves of a two story house. 
Hur native clematis is another excel - 
lent vine for general planting. It is of 
rapid growth, compact in habit, fron- 
clad in its hardiness, and beautiful at all 
seasons, but especially so when its alen- 
der branches are covered with feathery 
white flowers. 

There ie another variety of 3 
thet deserves a place about all homes 


in habit as the first named variety, but 
it has more attractive foliage, and in lete 
jest ig covered with dainty * of 
snowy whiteness. 

Because of its habit of not en 
until most vines are in the-sere-and- 
yellow-leaf “ stage, it will be found espe- 
cially valuable.

Cabbage in Soups. | 

HE maigre or meatless soup of Lent 
often has genuine tonic properties. 
It is mildér then the fruit soups fre- 
quently served to tgred. stomachs, 
and there are reasons in our present 
theories of therapeutics why the vegeta- 
ble soups should be given the preference. 
In foreign cookery books the cabbage is 
constantly mentioned as a soup vegetahile, 
yet we scarcely use it at all in that way.

The Central 
Trust head said he informed Mr. Lorimer 
that Charies B. Munday, vice president, | 
was not the right sort of man to be in 
charge of the bank's affairs. Further- 
more, Mr. Dawes asserted, Mr. Lorimer 
said he was planning to eliminate the vice 
president and take a more active part 
himself in the management of the insti- 
tution. é 


Dawes Tells His Part. 
Under dtrect exaniination by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Hayden N. Bell Mr. 
Dawes described the part he played in 
the conversion of the La Salle from a 
national to a state institution on Oct. 21, 
1912. He said that when he furnishedtbe 
$1,250,000 in cash to be counted by tHe 
state bank examiner he supposed thatthe 
IiHinois official had examined the assets 
of the La Salle and found them satisfac- 
tory. Even now, Mr. Dawes said, he had 
no reason to believe that the La Salle was 
insolvent at the time of the conversion. 
He supplied the $1,250,000, he said, as an 
accommodation at the request of Mr, 
Lorimer. ; ee 

Did Mr. Lorimer ever see you about 
the Central Trust’s clearing for the La 
Salle through the clearing house?” Mr.
